"What  I'd  do  to  be  young 
again,"  a  common  statement  by  our 
elders  regarding  the  knowledge  that 
they  now  possess.

Discipline,  counseling 
conflict  of  interest  rises  to 
the  surface 

A  Bethany  employee  having 
several  titles  at  Bethany  is  nothing  to 
gawk  at. 

But  student  leaders  and  other 
Bethanians  say  the  dual  roles  of  Greg 
Krikorian,  as  director  of  counseling 
and  assistant  dean  of  students,  causes 
a  conflict  of  interest. 

Administrators,  however,  say  the 
dual  positions  were  a  necessary  staff 
adjustment  brought  about  by  the 
college  downsizing  last  year. 

John  Cunningham,  vice  president 
for  student  services  and  dean  of 
students,  said  that  when  Christine 
Ossman  resigned  her  position  as 
assistant  dean  of  students  on  April  22, 
he  was  asked  to  eliminate  her  posi- 
tion. 

"We  were  asked  to  downsize," 
Cunningham  said.  "All  the  areas  of 
the  college  were  asked  to  cut  their 
numbers — administration,  faculty, 
staff  and  Buildings  and  Grounds." 

The  decision  was  made  by  Presi- 
dent D.  Duane  Cummins  and 
Cunningham  to  eliminate  Ossman's 
position.  Cunningham  said  the  only 
solution,  since  he  was  not  permitted 
to  hire  someone  to  fill  the  position, 
was  to  combine  the  positions/ 
responsibilities  of  current  employees 
in  some  way. 

"It  was  a  difficult  decision,  but  the 
best  one  given  the  choices  we  had," 
Cunningham  said. 

The  combination  has  given 
Krikorian  a  position  as  a  disciplinar- 
ian and  a  counselor,  roles  which 
many  Bethanians  find  conflicting. 

Krikorian  said  that  the  two  posi- 
tions may  be  construed  as  a  conflict  of 
interest,  but  he  has  said  that  from  the 
beginning  he  has  intended  to  back  off 
on  the  counseling  to  a  degree,  (by 
Casey  Swaney)

College  contracts  off-campus  counselor 


Through  the  Dean  of  Students 
Office,  the  college  contracted  with 
a  certified  therapist  to  handle 
student  counseling  responsibilities 
on  campus  beginning  Dec.  17. 

Elizabeth  Watkins,  who  has  a 
private  practice  in  Wheeling,  has 
made  arrangements  with  the 
college  to  counsel  students  on 
campus.  John  Cunningham,  vice 
president  of  student  services  and 
dean  of  students,  said  at  the 
December  7  Student  Board  of 
Governors  meeting  that  Watkins 
was  hired  by  the  college  in  order  to 
help  alleviate  the  conflict  of  interest 
problem  with  Greg  Krikorian's 
position  as  assistant  dean  of 
students  and  director  of  counsel- 
ing. 

In  her  private  practice,  Watkins 
works  with  clients  in  the  areas  of 
substance  abuse,  domestic  vio- 


lence, eating  disorders,  chronic 
illnesses  such  as  AIDS  and  depres- 
sion, family  problems  and  sexual 
orientation. 

Greg  Krikorian,  director  of 
counseling  and  assistant  dean  of 
students,  said  that  Watkins  offers 
an  alternative  to  his  conflicting 
positions. 

"Students  who  want  to  continue 
coming  to  me  can,"  he  said.  "And 
those  who  don't,  know  there  is  an 
alternative." 

Cunningham  said  payment  for 
the  counseling  sessions  would 
depend  on  each  students  indi- 
vidual insurance  plan. 

Watkins  said  she  has  been  hired 
to  deal  with  short-term  crises,  but 
if  students  have  a  long-term  crises, 
referrals  would  be  made  to  coun- 
selors in  the  area,  (by  Michele

Plans  finalized  for  $5  million  recreation  center 

Construction  on  the  $5  million  recreation  center  is  slated  to  begin  this  summer,  said  President  D.  Duane  Cummins. 

The  center  will  contain  two  racquetball  courts,  three  full-sized  basketball  courts  and  a  new  swimming  facility. 

Cummins  said  the  layout  consists  of  three  interconnected  buildings  which  will  be  added  onto  Hummel  Field  House. 
The  entrance  way  will  be  located  between  the  two  largest  buildings.  This  passage  will  be  called  either  Gallery  Hall  or 
the  Galleria,  and  will  house  various  athletic  awards  and  trophies  earned  by  Bethany  College  sports  teams.  Cummins 
said  this  area  would  also  have  a  John  Riddell  exhibit  in  commemoration  of  the  1909  Bethany  graduate  who  founded  the 
company  that  manufactures  Riddell  football  helmets.  At  the  end  of  Gallery  Hall  there  will  be  a  control  desk  and  office, 
with  the  control  desk  serving  as  a  ticket  counter.  Students  and  visitors  will  not  be  able  to  enter  the  football  field  without 
traveling  through  this  entrance. 

Cummins  said  the  building  to  the  left  of  the  entrance,  closest  to  Hummel  Field  House,  will  house  a  swimming  pool 
that  meets  NCAA  regulations.  He  said  this  would  allow  the  college  to  reinstate  a  diving  program  into  the  current 
swimming  program..  To  the  right  of  the  entrance  will  be  two  racquetball  courts.  Glass  walls  in  the  entrance  will  allow 
students  and  visitors  to  observe  the  racquetball  courts  on  one  side  and  the  swimming  pool  on  the  other.  A  new  weight 
room  will  be  located  in  a  separate  area  beyond  the  racquetball  courts. 

The  third  building,  tentatively  titled  "the  arena,"  will  be  located  over  the  top  of  the  tennis  courts  near  Hummel  Field 
House,  Cummins  said.  This  building  will  contain  three  full-sized  basketball  courts  as  well  as  a  surrounding  indoor

College  will  no  longer  bargain  with  UMWA 

Bethany  College  will  no  longer  recognize  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America  as  bargaining  agents  for  the  college's  Physical  Plant  workers, 
said  D.  Duane  Cummins,  president  of  the  college.  The  decision  comes 
after  a  petition  was  presented  Jan.  19  to  the  college. 

"Bethany  College  received  a  petition  signed  by  a  majority  of  its 
building  and  grounds  employees  requesting  disaffiliation  from  the 
UMW  and  that  the  union  no  longer  be  recognized  as  their  bargaining 
agents,"  Cummins  said.  "The  college  forwarded  this  petition  to  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Board  and  to  its  labor  attorneys." 

Keith  Barnhart,  deputy  director  of  Region  I  of  the  UMW,  received  a 
letter  dated  Jan.  22  from  the  college's  labor  attorneys  confirming  the 
college's  position. 

The  UMW  was  prepared  to  drop  the  last  unresolved  article,  subcon- 
tracting, at  a  prescheduled  meeting  Jan.  28,  Barnhart  said. 

"We  have  filed  charges  with  the  NLRB  for  unfair  labor  practices  and 
the  situation  is  currently  being  investigated,"  he  said. 

The  charges  include  surface  bargaining  and  refusing  to  accept  an 
already  agreed  upon  contract. 

"We  anticipated  a  delay  and  obstruction  strategy  on  the  part  of  the 
UMW,"  Cummins  said,  "but  the  college  is  firmly  resolved  to  help  the 
workers  exercise  the  right  they  have  requested — the  right  to  express 
their  majority  will  through  vote." 

Bethany  College  employees  formed  the  union  Aug.  2, 1991,  after 
hearing  rumors  that  the  college  might  be  subcontracting  outside  help  to 
replace  cleaning  workers. 

Negotiations  between  the  two  sides  have  been  conducted  since 
September  1991.  As  a  result  of  negotiations,  the  union  and  the  college 
had  agreed  upon  32  of  33  articles  in  the  union  contract. 

"Cummins  has  made  an  enemy  with  the  UMW  that  will  not  go 
away,"  Barnhart  said.  (By  Kelly  Wall)

"There  were  so  many  bison  being 
used  to  identify  the  teams,"  Athletic 
Director  Wally  Neel  said.  "We 
wanted  to  choose  the  one  Bethany 
bison." 

The  official  bison  will  also  be  used 
on  stationary  and  any  other  publica- 
tions that  come  from  the  athletic 
department. 

The  concern  now  is  how  the  bison 
will  transfer  onto  helmets  and  uni- 
forms. The  integration  of  the  bison 
into  the  department  will  occur  slowly, 
and  conformity  will  take  place  over

SBOG  survey  shows  Bethany  students  not  optimistic  about  college's  future 

Although  the  majority  of  students  are  satisfied  with  Bethany  College  and  would  recommend  it  to  their  friends,  the 
majority  of  students  are  not  optimistic  about  Bethany's  future  according  to  a  Student  Board  of  Governors'  survey. 
About  480  students  responded  to  the  survey  conducted  by  members  of  the  SBOG  cabinet  at  spring  registration. 

Sixty-eight  percent  of  students  surveyed  were  satisfied  that  they  attend  Bethany  College,  18  percent  were  neutral 
and  14  percent  were  unsatisfied. 

When  asked  if  they  would  recommend  Bethany  College  to  one  of  their  friends,  64  percent  of  the  students  respond- 
ing agreed  with  the  statement,  19  percent  were  neutral  and  17  percent  disagreed. 

However,  when  students  were  asked  how  they  felt  about  Bethany's  future,  31  percent  felt  optimistic,  40  percent  felt 
neutral  and  29  percent  felt  pessimistic. 

Students  ranked  food  service,  parking  and  the  library  as  the  most  important  issues  on  campus. 

Administration  is  another  issue  the  survey  dealt  with.  Only  27  percent  of  students  surveyed  agreed  that  the  admin- 
istration was  receptive  to  student  concerns.  Although  44  percent  of  students  surveyed  think  the  administration  is  not 
receptive  to  student  concerns,  students  do  feel  that  professors  are  in  touch  with  the  student  body,  with  71  percent 
responding  positively. 

Another  issue  of  concern  for  a  majority  of  students  was  money.  When  asked  if  tuition  was  a  growing  concern,  87 
percent  of  students  surveyed  agreed  with  the  statement,  eight  percent  answered  neutral  and  five  percent  disagreed. 
Only  23  percent  of  students  surveyed  agreed  that  the  cost  is  justified  by  the  education  received  and  facilities  on 
campus. 

A  majority  of  students  are  not  satisfied  with  the  amount  of  financial  aid  they  receive.  Twenty-nine  percent  of 
students  surveyed  said  that  they  receive  enough  financial  aid,  but  45  percent  disagreed. 

In  regards  to  athletics  at  Bethany,  most  students  do  not  think  women's  athletics  are  emphasized  enough.  When 
asked  what  they  thought  about  women's  athletics,  62  percent  think  they  are  emphasized  too  little,  with  34  percent 
saying  they  are  fine  as  they  are  now  and  four  percent  believing  they  are  emphasized  too  much. 

However,  52  percent  of  students  surveyed  think  men's  athletics  are  fine  as  they  are  now,  with  20  percent  saying  they 
are  emphasized  too  little  and  28  percent  responding  that  they  are  emphasized  too  much,  (by  Kelly  Wall)
